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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the valve body press foot extends 
from a central portion of each valve blade toward a circumferential direction must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended.

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: a valve press foot 62 
at page 9, line 5 and valve body press foots 62 at page 9, line 20. It is unclear if applicant is 
disclosing a single press foot or a plurality. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, the claims are rejected for the following reasons: 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the valve body contacting face" in line 1 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the back face of the valve body covering" in lines 14-15. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim.

The structure of the valve is not clearly set forth in the claims. How can the press foot 
extend form a central portion toward a circumferential direction when the circumferential 
direction is inherently circular? Additionally, the drawings show a press foot extending radially 
from the central portion. 

Dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as depending from rejected 
base claims since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-8 appear to avoid the art of record and appear to be allowable if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this 
Office action.
